mainder, having no hope of articula- 
tion, must restrict themselves to signs. 
aiing the correctness of these tig 
Ores — and I may do so on the author- 
ty of Mr. Elliott — it appears that a< 
ther party is working in the way com- 
mon sense dictates. Tf, say, 40 per 
of deaf-mutes cannot, owing to 
some defect of intelligence or physical 
means, acquire articulation, an exclu- 
sive adherence to the German system 
must, in tlieir ease, be a grievous wrong. 
Their mode of expressing thought is 
necessarily one of signs, and tho sign 
language they should be taught accord- 
ingly. On the other hand, if 10 to '20 
per cent, can be trained to converse 
with strangers, and 40 to 00 per cent 
to do so on simple topics with those 
whoso lips they are accustomed to 
watch, it follows that all available time 
and labour should be devoted to im 
parting so precious a faculty. In the 
former ease, teaching articulation is a 
waste of effort ; in the latter, teaching 
signs is neglecting a greater good for 
a less. But both classes <rf pupils ore 
found in the same school, and hence 
arises the necessity (the purely elem, 
tary stage being passed) not so much 
for a combined system, as for the ev 
elusive application of each system, as 
circumstances may dictate. There are 
at Margate, for example, children 
8 articulation will never be of any 
practical use. For these the French 
system is the one thing needful. But 
there are others whose qui< kness, in- 
telligence, and present acquirements 
give promise that they need not long 
tossed as "dumb." In their case 
the langnago of signs is an inferior 
language, unworthy to occupy their nt 
tendon beyond the point when that 
which is superior becomes available. 
The teaching at Margate reeogiu 
this double claim, and, though based 
on signs, devotes much attention 
articulation, with very satisfactory re- 
sults. With the smartest pupils in 
his first, year's class Mr. Elliott could 
exchange simple sentences, the little 
one reading his lips and replying, with 
hesitation and imp, rfeotiv it is true. 
but clearly enough to be understood! 
It cannot be long, I imagine, before a 
teacher so enlightened and faithful will 
remove his best eases from the domain 
Of sign language, and limit them to the 
acquirement of that faculty of speech 
which is able to restore them, in a 
great, measure, to their place ill society. 
For it should lw, remembered that 
"deaf and dumb " ohihlron so-called, 
though deaf, are not necessarily dumb. 
ms of speech are perfect, if 
never called into use, and though in 
many eases their use cannot, be tanght 
w'HU a dwyn a to nimrto, it in n, glorious 
thing to know that m many others | 
dormant power may be revived.
